Q.-—-Is there a limit to the amount 
of rationed commodities that may be 
sent overseas in parcels? 

A..-The Ration Administration does 
not set a limit on the amount of 
sugar, preserves or butter which can 
be sent to a soldier, sailor or airman, 
provided these commodities have been 
legally acquired.
